MURDER AND SUICIDE. 



Pitcher McNauu of the Baltimore 
Base Ball Club Shoots 
Louise Kellogg. 



He Then Takes . His Own Life-The 
Cause of the Terrible 
Tragedy. 



Pittsuuro, Pa , Feb. 28. — A terrible 
tragedy was enacted at the Hotel Eiffel, in 
thiB oity, at 8:30 o'olook to-night, from 
which pitohor MoNabb, of the Beltimoro 
Baseball club, is dead, and Louisa Kellogg 
will likely die from tho result of wounds re- 
ceived from a pistol in the hands of Mo- 
Nabb. Louise Kellogg was a member of 
the Alvin Joslyn theatrical company and 
oamo here from Now York to-day. Sho met 
MoNabb a short timo boforo 8:30 to-night 
on Fifth avenue and they both wont to tho 
Hotel EifL-1 A young man namod Gillon, 
a friend of both McNabb and Miss Kellogg, 
wont up to thoir room about 9:3(3 
to oall on them. Ho heard tbo woman 
groaning and called for help. Inspector 
McKelvy uud several ollieers wero soon on 
the spot. Tho d >cr was burst open and a 
bloody sight mot thoir gozo. On the floor 
lay tho woman with three bullat wounds in 
hor head and neck. MoNabb was lying bo- 
sido with two wounds in his head that must 
hnvo killed him inatantly. Tho woman was 
taken to tho homeopathic hospital. She 
can hardly recover. McNabb'a body was 
lomoved to the morgue. 

There was a firo a few doors above tho 
hotel at tho timo McNabb did tho shooting. 
ThiB caused much excitement in tho vicin- 
ty, and tho people did not even hear the 
shots fired. Louise Kellogg's right name is 
Mrs. R. E. Rockwell, and sho has a hus- 
band living in Seattlo, Wash. Kellogg was 
tho woman's stage name. Hor parents livo 
at Braddock, near this oity. Unless sho 
gains consciousness, the cause of 
tho shooting may never bo known. 
From what can bo learned from young Gil- 
Ion, Miss Kellogg was ondoavoring to break 
off her relations with MoNabb. A number 
of letters bolonging to MisB Kellogg showed 
that Bhe had been keeping MoNabb supplied 
with money for tho past few months. Tho 
company ahe was with disbanded some timo 
ago and she camo hero with the probable in- 
tontion of either staying with her parents 
in Braddock, or getting money to tido her 
over till sho procured another engagement. 
McNabb met her here, and as tho woman 
waB probably trying to break off her inti- 
macy with him, this prompted him to shoot 
tho woman as well as himself.

ROBBED IN A PULLMAN. 

A Traveller Loses His Money and Jewelry and 
the Conductor His Grip and 
Its Contents. 

San Francisco, Feb. 28.— M. Calkins, of 
Santa Clara, who wus returning from a visit 
to tho East, was robbed at NeodlcB in a 
Pullman aleoper a fow nights ago, of $2,700. 
He had retired for the night, and placed his 
vest containing a valuable gold watch, a 
diamond ring, a diamond charm, §500 in 
greenbacks and a check foraboutS5,200undcr 
his head. When ho awoko in tho morning his 
veBt and tho contentB wero nowhere to bo 
found. A closo soarch was made in every 
part of tho car, and when tho dieappcaranco 
of the goods was announced the Pullman 
conductor declared that ho hud also been 
robbed of Mb grip and tickots and tho mouey 
which it contained. Payment of tho oheok 
has been stopped. 

WOMEN'S WEDDING GIFT. 

Tbo Countess of Derby Makes the Formal 
Presentation to tho Duke and 
Duchess of York. 

London, Feb. 28. — Tho Countons of 
Derby, wife of tho former Governor-General 
of Canada, presented to day to tho Duko 
and Duoheaa of York the wedding gift of 
the Canadian women. Tho gift conaiato of 
two lino horses and a sleigh. Sir Uharlos 
Tuppor, Canadian High Commissioner, was 
absent from tho presentation ceremony, ou 
account of illness.

INJURIOUS TO HUSBANDRY. 

German Conservatives Say This Will Be the 
Effect of tho Russo-German Com- 
mercial Treaty. 

Bf.rj.in, Feb. 28.— In the Reichstog tho 
dobate of tho Ruaao-German commercial 
treaty was opened. Von Mirboch, on bo- 
half of tho Conservatives, gavo on explana- 
tion of tho reason which had deoided his 
party not to support tho Govornment, con- 
tending that tho treaty would prove an in- 
jury to Gorman husbandry groator than the 
advantages which could possibly follow its 
passage. Von BieberBtein declared that 
German manufacturers and morchants 
secured under iho treaty an inestimablo 
boon. Husbandry profited nothing by tho 
present customs tariff, and tho agrariana 
should direct thoir efforta toward in- 
fluencing tho Federal Government in favor 
of proctical solicitudo for Gorman hus- 
bandry. Tho Government could nob sur- 
render at discretion to the demands of tho 
agrarians. Count von Moltke opposed the 
treaty in tho name of tho Imperialists. 
Richert urged adoption of tho treaty, say- 
ing the entrance of Russia into the Euro- 
pean commercial community would have 
important consequences. Tho House ad- 
journed. It ia estimated that tho treaty 
will be adopted by a majority of 30 to 10. 

MINE DISASTER. 

An Avalanche of Crop and Surface Coal 
Buries a Number of Men Working 
In Pennsylvania. 

Ashland, Pa., Feb. 28.— While aovon 
minorB wero at work thiB afternoon, in tho 
west gangway of tho Boston Run Mine, an 
avalanche of crop and surface coal swept 
down upon them and imprisoned them in 
tho dark passage way in which they wore 
laboring. The rumblo of tho mass of coal 
and dirt as it swept down the gangway ond 
tho clouds of dust tbot arcso from tho 
meuth of tho Bhaft, wero all 
too familiar signB of a disaster. 
An alarm was given that an accident had 
occurred. A party of rescuors entered tho 
shaft and, nftor a short time, u choer from 
those nearost tho entranco of tho gangway 
announced that aomo of tho mon had been 
found. Two mon emerged from tho Bhaft, 
and they proved to bo John and Joseph 
Wickcs, brothers. They Baid that fivo more 
men were still imprisoned in the gangway, 
and that they wero Lewis White, Charles 
Mohan, Elwood Mingle, James Kramer and 
William Ervlne. All tho men livo at Frank- 
villo and aro well known miners. Since 3 
o'clock thlH afternoon the rescue party has 
Ijeon at work charing away tho 
debris in tho gangway, and they 
hope to reach tho shut-in men to-night. 

Shenandoah, Pa,, Feb. 28 —Tho five 
men imprisoned in the Bobton Run mine 
were reBoued this evening, uninjured. 

SMALLPOX IN JAPAN. 

Preparations for tho Celebration of tbo Em- 
peror's Silver Wedding. 

San Francisco, Feb, 28. — The steamer 
Rio Janeiro from China and Japan biing3 
advices that smallpox is raging ut Nagasaki, 
tho disoaso being unusually fatal. Great 
preparations aro being mado to celobrato 
tho silver wedding of tho emperor, and 
§800,000 aro to bo expended upon tho festiv- 
ities. 



HON. CHRISTOPHER PRASER. 

He Resigns His Portfolio In the Government 
of Outarlo-lIiB Political Record. 

Toronto, Fob. 28 —(Special.) -In the 
Ontario Legislature, thia afternoon, Premier 
Sir Olivor Mowat announced the resigna- 
tion of Hon. Christopher F. Fraeer, for the 
past nineteen years Minister of Public 
Worka. Ill-health ia given as tho cause. 
Mr. Eraser, is a Benohor of tho law 
Society of Ontario, and was appointed Q C. 
in 1870. He was president of tho Catholic 
Literary Assooiation of Brockville, and wbb 
one of the originators of tho Ontario Catholic 
League. He is a director of the Ontario 
Bank. Mr. Fraser was appointed a member 
of tho Exocutivo Council of Ontario, Nov, 
25, 1873, having been Provincial Secretary 
and Registrar from that date until April 4, 
1874, when he became Commissioner of Pub- 
lio Works. Ho was first returned to tho 
Legislative AsBembly for South Grenvilie 
at tho general elections in 1872, being 
oleoted for Brockvillo in 1879, whiob con- 
stituency he has since represented. 

WILL PROVE AN ALIBI. 

Tho Person Suspected of Complicity in the 
Cornell Freshmen Outrngo Denies 
the Charge. 

Ithaca, Feb. 27. — Carl L. Dingens, sus- 
pected of complicity in tho Froehtnon ban- 
quet poisoning case, has returned to the 
city after having been absent since Wed- 
nesday morning. He claims to have been 
called home on that day by telegram from 
his family. While returning to Ithaca the 
following day, ho says ho waa taken sick 
and wont to Syracuso for medical attend- 
ance. Ho was not allowed to soo tho news- 
papers, and consequently did not know of 
tho charges mado ogiinst him. This morn- 
ing, when he learned of the ohargeB, ho 
oamo to Ithaca. Dingens claims that he 
will bo able to prove an alibi. He will ap- 
pear before tho coroner's jury on Thursday. 

RIOTOUS MINERS. 



Strikers Arm Themselves and Attempt 
to Drive Away tho Meu Who 
are Working. 

A Fight Ensues Which Bids Fair to 
Be a Most Seriou3 
One. 



PiTTsnuRO, Feb. 2S,— A special to the 
Times from Charleston, West Va., says : 
Late this afternoon about -100 armed strikers 
from Now Denver, Montgomery and other 
points, mot at the Armstrong branch about 
thirty miles from here and after a riotous 
meeting the drunken and excited men 
marched to Eagle, two miles away to make 
the Wyanot miners come out. As they 
climbed the hill to the mines they wero mot 
by o volley from tho Wyanot men who had 
come prepared to fight and a battle ensued. 

A private telegram received states that 
one man has been killed and eleven wound- 
ed. Another makes tho number killed 
threo. Governor MeCorklo received two 
dispatches asking that the state 
troops be sent at onco to the scene. 
Ho sent his private secretary, John 
Bakor White, to Wyanot and ordered Com- 
pany ' Q" to hold itself in rcadinesa to movo 
at a moment's notico, It is probabla that 
they will leave in a few hours unless more 
favorable news is received. News has come 
that a bloody battle is being waged. 

Later — 10:40. A telegram juat received 
states that tho situation is growing more 
serious and demanda quick action from tho 
governor. The Btrikera ure on the moun- 
tain and the sheriffs posse at Wyanot ia in 
the tipple. The Huntington troops have 
been ordered. Fifty additional men from 
Morris Creek and thirty from Montgomery, 
have gone to Eagle. Fifty Winchesters 
wero in tho firnt mob, and numbers of the 
strikers were without rifles, but had pistols. 
They threaten to cut tho tolegraph wireB 
and tear up the railroad. Superintendent 
Knapp, of tho Chesapeako and Ohio, has 
tho track guarded. Tho Sheriff says there 
will bo another attack boforo morning and 
that ho cannot repulso it. He will bo 
cautious about firing. . 

Tho Fayette county sheriff is with a posse 
defending Wyanot. The Government will 
send the Militia, undor Major Banks, at 
10:30. Seven men havo been wounded, and 
fighting ia still going on. The stato troops 
havo been called ou.

ELECTION INVALIDATED. 

The French Deputies Refuso to Accept Wilson 
of Decoration Fame ns a Member. 

Paris, Feb. 28.— In the deputies on Mon- 
day thero waa a lively sitting, excitement 
arising out of a discussion of the verification 
of tho election of Daniel Wilson son-in-law 
of President Orevy, M. Bastoy, under tho 
guise of explaining bia position in tho mat- 
ter, wanted to air his political views, but 
President Dupuy stopped him. This mado 
tho radicals and soeialiat8 break out into 
loud protestations, which caused a violont 
uprour, M. Millorand vehemently attacked 
thoso whom he classed as "allies of tho 
Panamaists, " in tho chambor, declaring 
that they could be found oven among tho 
friends of tho ministry. Tho chambor, by a 
vote of 465 to 2, invalidated Wilson's elec- 
tion. Daniel Wilson is tho man who sold 
decorations and caused tho overthrow of 
President Grevy, who was forced to resign. 

HOME RULE NOT TO DROP. 

The Liberals Have No Intention to Change 
Thoir Policy Even Should Mr. Glad- 
Stone Fall Out. 

London, March 1. — Tho Daily News, 
Gladstonian, insists onco more that tho Cab 
inot situation ia unchanged. " The Union- 
ists aro oxultaut," Bays the Nowa, "ohitfly 
because they bolic-ve Mr. Gladstone's resig- 
nation would involve the dropping of Homo 
Rulo. Tho LiboralB, however, havo not tho 
romoteat intention of adopting this courso 
Being cordially pledged to support the polioy 
they would not havo a Government that 
would not cloavo to it.

It was sot down for the 
first day of tho May term. All the provinces 
will bo notified. 

Tho sontonoe of death passed on Edward 
Wheary, of Frederic ton, a muto, who was 
convicted of murdering his sister-in-law 
with an axe, has been commuted to im- 
prisonment for life.

Sho did not caro onough 
about tho property to fight for hor rights, 
and allowod tho matter to rest.

Evi- 
dence is boing collected to substantiate their 
claims to tho property.

Grand Master Workman Sovorolgn GIvcb a 
frank Expression of Opinion. 

MiNNi'.Arous, Fob. 28. — Grand Master 
Workman Sovereign, of tho Knights of 
Labor, addreased an audienco of 1,500 
pooplo at tho Lyceum Thoatre last night. 
Ho devoted two hours to a discussion of cho 
political queationa of tho day, especially tho 
financial question. Tho injunction in tho 
Northern Pacifio caso ho roforred to as fol- 
lows i " I am opposod to Btrikoa. During 
tho six yoarB that I was ohief officor of tho 
Iowa Stato Assembly of tho Knights of 
Labor, I novor ordered a strike. Strikes aro 
failures oven when thoy ore successful. 
They aro insurrectionary in thoir character, 
thoy settle no great moral issuo.^ They ro- 
movo no groat barrior which is in tho way 
of tho prosperity of tho laboring man. But 
if, down in my heart, I believe that tho em- 
ployes of the Northern Pacific ought to 
strike, 1 would pay no attontion whatovor 
to the injunction of Judge Jenkins. 



BEY. DR. BURTSELL. 

Ho Has Won His Case in Homo Against Arch* 
bishop Corrlgan. 

New York, Feb. 28.- Dr. BurtBell, re- 
cognized aa tho groateat authority on Ro- 
man Catholio canonical law, on this aido of 
tho ocoan, has won his caso in Rome. This 
news waB received horo yesterday by a 
Catholio prolate, in sympathy with Dr.

Tegucigalpa, Turned Over to Bonilla- 
General Elections to Come 
Off at Once. 



La LlBERTAD, San Salvador, Feb. 28. — 
Tolegraphio communication is cut off with 
Tegucigalpa, the capital of Honduras, 
whence President Vasquez was recently 
driven by the invading forces from Nicara- 
gua. It is auppoaod that in his flight Presi- 
dent Vasquez caused tho wires to bo cut as 
a precautionary measure to aid him in avoid- 
ing capture. Qonoral BolanoB, commander 
of the port of L» Union, 30 miles west of 
Amalapa, on the west side of Gulf of Fon- 
Beoa, has tolegraphed to President Ezeta 
that the fugitivo President of Honduras, 
General Vasquez, had wired to him asking 
for asylum for himself and followers in that 
town, and that ho, General Bolanoa, had 
granted the request. The Salvadorian gov- 
ernment will probably bring the exile into 
the interior of the republiofor safety's sake. 

President Ezeta is now ready to recognizj 
Bonilla's government of Honduras and so h 
Guatemala's President. General BonilU 
tolegraptiB that the entire loss of the al.ied 
armies during tho siege of Tegucigalpa con- 
sisted of two generals, seven colonels, and 
200 privates. The entiro country of Hon- 
duras is reported to bo satisfied with the 
change of government, and General Bonilla 
intends to deoreo a general amnesty and call 
now elootiDnB. When poaoo is firmly estab- 
lished General Ortez, who is in command of 
the forces from Nicaragua, will return to 
his own country with his army. 

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras, Feb. 2S.— Great 
disorder prevails here ; General Ortez and 
Bonilla are both issuing proclamations. All 
proporty of tho adherents of Vatquez has 
boon confiscated, aod a forced loan of $250, ► 
000 to pay the troops has been made. Tbero 
has been much pillaging. 

Managua, Nicaragua, Feb. 28 —General 
Ortez has formally turned over tho city of 
Tegucigalpa to Bonilla, who has already 
whanged an election for members of assem- 
my and president. The Nicaraguan troops 
will remoin until order is restored. Villela's 
and Gu lerrez' troipj have disban'ded and 
the chiofa aro trying to join ex-President 
Vasquez in Sin Salvador. Policarpo Bonilla 
has been recognized by San Salvador, Costa 
Rica and Guatemala. 

San Salvador, Feb. 28.— Six prisoners, 
principally military, were shot to-day. 
Nicaragua's demand was indemnity for all 
expenses incurred by her troops 
Bonilla, probably over §200,000.

PARKHURST TO PROSECUTE. 

It Is Said That tho Rev. Gentleman Will 
Serlonsly.-Impllcate Police Oillclals. 

New Yokk, Feb. gentleman con- 

nected with/' one of Dr. ^Parkhurst'a good 
government club3 statos that Dr. Parkhurst 
will become the real prosecutor before tho 
sensational police investigation committee. 
The inquiry would fall flat, it is cHimed, 
without tho presentation of tho great masa 
of evidenco ogainst certain officials which it 
is bolioved Dr. Purkhurst now has in his 
possession. 

This informant goes back to tho begin- 
ning of Superintendent Byrnes' incumbency 
of his present office, as tho time which the 
inquiry will cover, up to the date of the 
charges made by Mr. Byrnes against Captain 
Price. It will include flagrant and trivial 
matters which had passed before tho com- 
missioners as involving policemen and their 
superiors, and go into the conduct of several 
commissioners in connection with certain 
ward or preoinot detectives. 

" It will do more th»>> that, " was said, 
" I havo the best reason to believe that tho 
allegod conspiracy againBt Charles VV. Gard- 
ner, Dr. Parkhurst'a formor agent, will come 
boforo tho oommitteo in a brand now light, 
which may show up certain police officials 
in a very disagreeable manner." 

From others who claim to know some- 
thing of tho inner movomontB of the politi- 
cians it was learned that tho main object of 
men powerful in the councils of both parties 
would bo to Btave off as much of the inves- 
tigation as possiblo until after the next 
election for members of the legislature, tho 
purpose boing to change tho personnel of tho 
senate committee or bring oortain influences 
to bear upon that body aa may mitigato in 
favor of Borne of tho acoused persona.

The " Nictheroy " Pays No Attention to 
Rebel Vessels' Challenge and 
Sails Away. 



State of Siege Suspended in Rio for 
Ten Days— The " Republica " 
Aground. 



INTER-CONTINENTAL RAILWAY. 

A Proposed Road Over Four Thousand Miles 
In Length— Its Alignment. 

Harrisbukg, Pa., Feb. 28.— William F. 
Shunk, of this city, who had charge of the 
survey of the proposed inter-continental 
railroad to connect tho three Americas, has 
praotically completed his report of his oper- 
ations, which will soon bo submitted to the 
commission whioh employed him, with 
financial aid from each of the associated re- 
publics in proportion to their population. 

Mr. Shunk says that, leaving out the in- 
cidental and alternative work tho longth of 
the road necessary to connect New York 
with Buenoa Ayres appears to be 4,300 
miles, which lencjth could, probably, bo re- 
duced to 4,000 miles before the beginning of 
construction. 

Tho cost of grading, maBonry and bridges 
would approximate §30,000 per milo ; com- 
plete and ready for service, inclusive of 
single track, sidings, buildings, machinery, 
rolling stock and sundries, may be set down 
at §50,000, or $200,000,000 for the whole 
woik. Tho eatimato is in American gold, 
and is what the work would cost in this 
country if skillfully located, honestly built 
and wisely administered. 

The region to \)3 traversoi parts naturally 
into two grand divisions, each 2,000 miles 
long, both of them tropical as to latitude, 
but the southern for the most part temper- 
ate in climate, because of its elevation 
above the sea. 

The northorn division lies along the Paoi- 
fio slcpo from Tehuantepco to the Buy of 
San Miguol, across the isthmus, thonco to 
the river Atrato, and ascends tho Sucio, an 
affluent of that river, to tho vicinity of An- 
tiquoia. Tho southern division ascends to 
tho valley of tho Canca river tor 300 mileB 
and thenceforward occupies an upland rang- 
ing from 7,000 to 12,000 feet abnvo the sea. 

Tho country to bo traversed by the pro- 
posed road ia, as a whole, thinly populated. 
Some reaches of it would pay from thoout- 
set; others, in tho wilderness or competitive 
with water transport, muat await develop- 
ment.

THE WILSON TARIFF. 

It Will Bo Vigorously Opposed In Congress- 
Some of Its Opponents. 

PiTT.sr.URf'., Fob. 28.— According to a let- 
ter received yesterday at tho headquarters of 
the Window Glas3 Workera' association 
from Expert Jamea Campbell, a leading 
member of a committee which is in Wash- 
ington to tight tor a window glass tariff, 
several Democratic Senators, including 
Senator Hill, of Now York, will fight the 
Wilson bill. 

Mr. Hill assured tho committee that ho 
would fight tho bill in every way, both iu 
committee and on the door of the Senato, 
and that his voice and vote would be 
against it. 

It is bolioved that Senator Hill's attitude 
will be reinforced by Senator Murphy, his 
colleague. Senator Cameron promiaed to 
work and vote against tho bill. Senator 
McPherson promised that ho would do all 
in his power to get a better tariff on window 
glass while tho bill is before tho finance 
committee, but ho said he would bo forced 
to voto with his party when tho bill cornea 
up in tho senate. 

Senator Hrico oaid that ho of all the 
aonatora in congress was hit hardest by tho 
Wilson bill on account of. tho groat indus- 
trial interesta of Ohio. He would do his 
best to havo tho window schedule changed, 
but ho would havo to voto with hiB purty on 
the bill in general. 

Senator Kyle, the. South Dakota populist, 
presented one of tho curious contradictions 
of his party by saying that ho was opposed 
to the Wilson bill, but would voto for it- 
Senator Pelfer said that he would fight und 
vote againat it.

Rio de Janeiro, Fob. 28.— Additional 
particulars have been received of how 
President Peixoto'a dynamite cruisor, tho 
Nictheroy, landed 300 volunteers from 
Bahia just outsido tho harbor of Rio re- 
contly. All the city was keenly interested 
in her arrival, and hundreds went out to 
si e her, but she remained only a ahort time 
and after putting aahore the voluntoera and 
a quantity of ammunition atoamed away. 
Those rebel warships that wore in tho har- 
bar at tho time sought cover from tho dyna- 
mtto gun by getting in among the merchant 
vessola. Tho Aquidaban steamed down the 
harbor next day when it was certain the 
Nictheroy had gone away and in tho even- 
ing took part with Fort Villegagnon in a 
duel with loyal forts. Afterwards she re- 
turned to her former anchorage. Tho rebol 
force along the shore declare tho Aquidaban 
sailed down the bay to challengo the Mio- 
theroy to a fight, and that great disappoint- 
ment was felt on board when it was found 
the Nictheroy was gone. Firing upon the 
city by the rebel battery on Cobraa island 
tHkes ploco almoBt nightly, but few persona 
are killed by it, 

Santos, Feb 28. — Tho robol warship Ro- 
publica grounded in the harbor off Rio dur- 
ing one of the bombardmonls before Admiral 
Mello captured Parangua. Admiral Mello 
blamed tho pilot for it, and had him shot on 
suspicion of being a spy in President Poix- 
oto's pay. jit is reported that the Republica 
was pulled back into tho channel by tho 
British gunboat Sirius Bomo time afterward. 

Montevideo, Feb. 28 — The rebel chief- 
tain General Cabada haa arrived at Santa 
Ana, Rio Grande do Sul, with GOO men. Ho 
haa issued a decreo that if any of his soldiers 
are found guilty of robbing tho inhabitants 
of tho country through whioh they may pasa 
thf y will bo put to death. 

Valparaiso, Feb. 28 — The Btate of siege 
has been suspended in Brazil for ten days, 
the Province of Santiago alone excepted. 

THE HISTORIC KEARSARGE, 

Likely She Will bo Raised-Congress Con- 
sidering a Proposal to Get Her 
Off the Reef. 

Washington. Feb. 28th. — The corvetto 
KearBargo, which now lies rocking her hull 
on Ronc&dor reef, off tho coaHt of Yucatan, 
will bo raised if the Socrotary of tho 
Navy and the House committee on Naval 
Affairs can control tho matter. Seoretary 
Herbert has laid beforo tho committeo a 
letter in which be stated that he had heard 
from a responsible wrecking Co., which re- 
quires only $10,000 for making the attempt, 
ond $35,000 additional, if successful in re- 
claiming tho Kcarsarge. Tho Secrotary 
Buggested that, aa tho matter wus urgent, 
immediate action Bhould bo authorized with- 
out advertising for bids. In compliance 
with the Secretary's suggestion, Mr. Geia- 
senhainor of New Jersey, was authorized to 
report a bill appropriating the above named 
amounts. When the bill was presented to 
tho House, Mr. Cummings, the chairman of 
tho committeo, aaked unanimoua consent for 
its Immediate consideration. Mr. Blund 
remarked that no doubt this and other im- 
portant moasurea demanded immediato con- 
sideration, but he would object to its con- 
sideration uutil pending business waa dis- 
posed of.

Big Bail Demanded. 

Fresno, Feb. 27. — Ed. Morrell, Evans' 
pirtner, waB hold to nnawer beforo tho 
superior court yesterday for assisting Evans 
to escape. Another charge of highway rob- 
bery was then filed against him. Several 
witnesses had b'on eummoned, but only 
Sheriff Soott and Jailer Ben Scott told tho 
a'.ory of Evans' e.scapo and Morrcll's con- 
nection with it. Justice Austin asked Mor- 
rell if ho had any witnesses to call and on 
receiving a negative reply held him to 
answer boforo tho superior court with bondH 
at 85, 000.

THE POLICY OF DETRACTION. 

The Leader of tho Opposition and hia sup 
porters are exerting themselves to the ut- 
most to prevail upon tho majority of tho 
Provincial Assembly to deelaro that they 
have no confidence in tho Government. 
Tho grounds on which they do this 
are peculiar. They do not condemn 
the Government on account of tho 
policy it has pursued. They know that 
the great object of tho present Govorn 
ment has been to do all in their power to im 
prove the country and to rniko it easy for 
its inhabitants to avail themeelvea of its 
resources. To effect these purposes they 
have sparod no exertion and they have spent 
the public money liberally. Tho Opposi 
tion does not attempt to find fuult with 
what they havo done. Mr, Beaven 
does not say that tho public works com 
pleted and projected are not needed. Tho 
Opposition do not accuse the Government of 
either wasting or misappropriating the pub- 
lic money. They have beforo them an ac 
count ot every dollar that has beon 
spent, but, bitter aa they are and spiteful 
as they havo shown themselves to bo, they 
have not been able to cast the shadow of a 
doubt on the integrity of the Government, 
Mr. Beaven and his followers know that tho 
money of the peoplo was spent for tho bene- 
fit of the people, and they also know that 
the Province has been very greatly bene- 
fited by tho expenditure. 

The money that has been borrowed has 
been borrowed for the uso of tho people, 
und the Government have been ablo to obtain 
it on very favorable terms. It is known 
not only in this Province but 
every part of tho British Empire, 
that the Government of British Columbia 
Jiave so managed its afiairs, finanoial and 
other, that its credit stands exceptionally 
high. 

Tho devotion of the Government to the 
intorests of the Province, and the success 
whioh has thus far attended thoir effortB, 
havo, wo are sure, won for them the con 
fidence of the great majority of its inhabi 
tants. All intelligent and unprejudiced men 
must see that tho welfuro of the Provinco is 
tho only thing which the gentlemen who 
form the present Government havo had in 
view sinco they took cflico. The more 
cloaoly their public actions are scanned, the 
moro clearly will it be seen that thoir sole 
ambition is to Administer its affairs well, 
and that tho highest reward they cxpeut is 
that thoir labors will bo crowned with sue 
ces». 

The Opposition not boing able to deny 
that the Government havo worked for tho 
good of the Province, and that it lias bono- 
fittod by the laws they havo introduced, 
and tho money thoy have oxpendod, aro 
endeavoring by most dishonestly manipu- 
lating and distorting figures to make tho 
Legislature and tho people boliove that they 
have expended too much money in tho im- 
provement of tho Province, and that it now 
is, whero tho separatists a year ago do- 
olarod it to be, " on tho verge of bank- 
ruptcy." They aro moBt energetically en- 
deavoring to pull down tho credit of tho 
Provinco which tho present and tho pre- 
ceding Government havo beon so careful to 
build up. Those men ovidently caro nothing 
for tho harm thoy do tho Province in their 
attempt to accomplish thoir end. That end 
is to attain power and to soouro tho emolu- 
ments of office. And who are thoBo mon who 
are trying so hard to obtain the con- 
fidonoo of tho pooplo by traducing 
and vilifying tho members of tho pres- 
ent Government ? Their leader is tho Hon. 
Mr. Beaven, who was for tho last two years 
Mayor of Victoria. His administration was 
bo bad that it disgusted oltizonH of ovory 
olass and ovory oondition. Hia narrowness 
and his picayunish polioy provented im- 
provement, and when ho was rojocted by 
tho citizona with something that looked 
very like contempt, ho loft the city in suoh 
a condition that ovory inhabitant of it who 
poBsoasea tho least intelligence ia aahamod of 
it. It will tako ton timos tho surplus, 



which it was Mr. Beaven's solo ambition to 
rake and Borape together, to make the city 
anything like deoent again. The most 
malignant 6nemy that the Provinoe haB 
oould not wish it a greater misfortune than 
to have the administration of ita affairs in 
the hands of Mr. Beaven, late Mayor of 
Viotoria, for a term of years. It would then 
bo wnat tho City of Viotoria was at tho end 
of his mayoralty— a reproach to the Do- 
minion and a byword among tho people. 

There is on tho Statute hooka of tho Pro- 
vinco a certificate of Mr. Brown'a ability as 
an adminiatrator and of his roBpoot for law 
when in the office of Mayor. This is how it 
reads : " Whereas tho Corporation of 
New Westminster has, without due auth- 
ority, lot contraota and expended large 
sums of money," etc. This ia part of the 
preamble to the Now Woatminster Enabling 
Bill, 1891, which was passed in order to froe 
Mr. Brown and others of tho Corporation of 
Now Westminator of tho liabilities thoy in- 
curred by, aa that preamble aot forth, let- 
ting contracts and expending largo sums of 
money without due authority. 

Mr. Cotton's career, both public and pri- 
vate, shows boyond tho Bhadow ot a doubt 
that tho main object of his existence is to 
advance his own interests. It has beon 
abundantly shown that SELF is tho begin 
ning and tho ond of his political oroed. 

Mr. Kitohen and Mr. Sword aro Mr 
Boaven'a faithful followers, who aro about 
as well qualified to form an independent 
opinion on a question of finaneo ab they aro 
to meaBuro tho distanco from tho oarth of a 
fixed Btar. The Opposition has done 
absolutely nothing to win tho confidonco 
and tho good opinion of tho peoplo of this 
province, and thoy will find, when tho time 
comes, that tho eleotora requiro somothing 
more from tho men whom thoy ontrust with 
tho management of their ailaiiB thnn an 
ability to jugglo with figures und an un- 
bounded capacity for detraction and slander. 

ORYINQ DOWN OUR CREDIT. 

Mr. Brown, who ia doing hia beat to in- 
juro tho Provinco by crying down ita orodit, 
inaists upon it that ita rovonue is not in- 
creasing. An examination of tho public 
accounts will convince any man of sense and 
intelligence that Mr. Brown iB either in- 
credibly stupid or Bhameles8ly dishonest. 
Below wo give a statement of the revenue 
from 1886-7 to 1S92-3 :

Hero wo have an almost continuous and 
a rapid increaBO. Tho country which 
doubles ita revenue in seven yeara cannot 
but be progressing. 

The estimate for the current year ending 
June 30, '94, ia $1,058,691, and for the 
yoar ending Juno, '95, §1,178,149. Mr. 
Brown Baya §130,000 included in tho 
revenue of tho latter year does not properly 
belong to it as it comes from the lapsed 
Sinking Fund. Tho money will bo received 
in tho course of that year und it will belong 
to the Provinco to bo spont for tho good of 
its inhabitants ; but sb Mr. Brown insists, 
lot it bo deducted from tho rovonue and we 
still havo for that year's revenue §1,048,149, 
whioh will bo a vory aDug sum. 

The only year in which thoro was an 
apparent falling off was in 1892 3, the 
rovenuo boing lesa than that of tho pre- 
vious yoar by about §8,000. But in that 
year tho Premier gave up to tho municipali- 
ties taxes amounting to about §40,000, so 
that if this sum had gone into the Provincial 
Treasury aa it did in proviouB years, tho 
revenue of that yoar would havo exceeded 
that of tho year beforo by some §32,000. 
Then, from tho year 1889 to 1893 the Gov- 
ernment received from tho cities one-half 
tho teachers' salaries whioh it had advanced, 
and this waa included in tho revenue. The 
sums contributed to tho revenue from this 
source were §11,344, §14,427, §17,015, §34,- 
441 and §40,2S0, respectively. When tho 
present School Act oamo into oporation, 
this source of rovenuo was closed, So that 
after giving up §40,000 education refund, and 
also granting largo concessions to new muni- 
cipalities, amounting to considerably over 
§60,000, the rovonue of tho Provinco 
still continued to expand. How Mr. 
Brown, iu tho face of thcao facts, can 
bring himself to say that tho rovonue of tho 
Province is decreasing is moro than wo can 
comprohond. But this is, after all, not 
much moro surprising than other statements 
which ho and his fellow factionists make 
with respect to tho rovonuo and expendi- 
ture. 

It iB well that tho word of tho Opposition 
goea for vory little oither in tho Provinco or 
outside of it, for if one half their asser 
tions were believed to bo true, ita credit 
would bo ruined, and thoro ia not a city or 
town or country settlement that would not 
feel tho mischiovoua effects of their false 
representations. 

ASTOUNDING IGNORANCE. 

Mr. Brown waa ncutly caught out by tho 
Finance Minister on Tuesday, when ho 
blamod tho Govoromont for not making tho 
trust funds, Bo-callod, a liability of the Pro- 
vinco, and oxproBsing hia willingneBS to 
support Mr. Turner if ho had dono the right 
thing and placod thorn as liabilities in hia 
financial statomout. Mr. Turner very Boon 
showed tho member from Westminster that 
what ho blamod him for not doing was tho 
very thing ho did. Tho "funds," 
aa ho ahowod, wore in tho balance 
shoot placod among tho liabilities of 
tho Provinco. Mr. Brown has, by this 
blunder betrayed an ignoranao porfoctly 
amazing in a man who had boon a repre- 
sentative of tho people nearly four yearB, 
and n leading politician a much longer timo. 
Ho mado it plain that ho either had not 
Btudiod tho Public Accounts or did not 
understand them if ho had tried to study 



them, for in every balance shoot for the last 
five years, at least, the "trust-funds" have 
been set down aa liabilities, Mr. Brown 
would no doubt have felt insulted If some 
hon. metnbor had told him plainly that he 
should get some one to teach him tho meaning 
of the Public Aooounts, botore he posed be- 
fore tho country aa a financial critic. A 
schoolboy who had had the opportunities of 
studying the Public Aooount8 that Mr. 
Brown has had would well deserve to be 
called a booby if he showed aa little com- 
prehension of thoir Bignifiaanoo aa was 
shown by the Government's Westminster 
critic 

THE SPECIAL WARRANTS. 

According to Mr. Boavon it iB a grave 
political offence for a Government to ex- 
pend monoy under Special Warrants and 
Orders in Council. All Govornmonta do it 
and tho Government of whioh Mr. Beaven 
waa a mombor did it, aud that to a greater 
extent in proportion to its rovonue than the 
ono he coudomna. Vet tho preaent Govern- 
ment must not do it. W hat ia lawful for 
other GovornmentB is not lawful for the 
Government of British Columbia. This is 
certainly a strange doctrine. 

Tho Lcador of the Opposition invoighs 
ogainst tho Government for spending money 
without authority, yet ho conceals tho faot 
that far moro than half the sum which ho 
arraigns tho present Govorumeut for spend- 
ing in that way, it hud the very host war- 
rant for sponding. Tho amount expended 
under special warrant was §135,176. Ot 
this, according to the firBt report of tho 
Seleot Standing Committeo on Publio 
Accounts, §78,954, waB expended on account 
of " Public Debt." The Government are 
required by elatuto to pay this money. 
Tho law of tho land ia surely authority 
enough for tho Government to pay this sum 
or any other. By rights, therefore, this sum 
of $78,954 should not havo appoarod in tho 
list of Special Warrants and Ordcrs-in Coun- 
cil. Tho balance, §57,272, waa really all 
that was paid under Buch warrants and 
ordorB, and that, compared with tho amount 
expended during the yoar, was not by any 
means a largo sum. Of this sum, §32,719 
waa spent on roads, streets and bridges for 
tho good of tho peoplo in differont parts of 
the provinco. Tho Bum of §6,900 
on works und buildings — tho largest 
ito.n, of which was S4.000, to build tho 
goal at Nanaimo. To provide schools for 
the childron of settlera in now and scattered 
districts, §1,030 was apent. This gives us 
§40,639 of tho §57,272 spont directly for the 
convenience of tho people, loaving §16,633 
to be expended for diffarent purposes— civil 
government, adminiatrution of Juatice, Gov- 
ernment House and miscellaneous. Includ- 
ed tinder tho laBt head were tho World's 
Fair expenses. From this our readers eeo 
that tho whole Bum expended under Special 
Warrants were really comparatively small, 
and that overy dollar of it was judiciously 
laid out. Tho inhabitants of a town or set- 
tlement would not feel very well pleased if 
duriDg tho recess they wore refused a Bmall 
sum that was urgently needed to complete 
or repair some public work, on the plea that 
it was not Bet down in tho Estimates, and 
the Government could not give it to them 
no matter how much.it waB needed, with- 
out having firat obtained tho sanction of the 
Legisloturo. Our readers aro now in posses- 
sion of tho main facts connectod with the 
expenditure of money under Speoial War- 
rant, about which Mr. Beaven is making 
such a fuss.

MINISTER WILLIS. 

Mr. Boutello Introduces a Resolution Calling 
for the Recall of the U. S. Minister 
to Hawaii. 

Washington City, Feb. 28.— Tho resolu- 
tion introduced in the House by Mr. 
Boutello for the rooall of Minister Willis 
from Hawaii, recites the antipathy the 
United States has always expreaaed to the 
intervention by a foreign minister in do- 
mestic affairs, and the impropriety of forcing 
upon a weaker power what we object to 
from a strong ono. It cites tho praise 
worthy forbearanco of the Hawaiian Gov 
ornment toward Willis and tho special ties 
of commerce and kindred that bind ua to 
those islands, and concludes : 

" Resolved, That it is the sonBe of this 
Houso that the most sacred obligation of 
good faith, the highest mutal interests of 
the United States and tho friendly Gov- 
ernment of Hawaii, the plainest diotates of 
international comity and tho imperative 
duty of avoiding furthor risk of complicity 
in the iuoitoment of disorders and possible 
bloodshed in Hawaii require that the pres- 
ent United States minister to the Hawaiian 
Government be immediately recalled and 
superseded by another minister who will 
not bo hampored by tho lamontablo inoi- 
donts of tho recent past, and who will be 
ablo and willing to represent the sincere de- 
sire of the peoplo of tho United Statea to 
cultivate to tho fullest extent tho friendship 
which has so long subsisted between tho 
United States and Hawaii, and to constantly 
endeavor to advanco tho interests and pros- 
perity of both Governments." 



IMPRESSIVE REVELATION. 

Slgnor Crlspl Submits Altoundtag Documents 
Relating to Anarchism In Slcily-ltussian 
Vessels for Italian Waters. 

Rome, Feb. 28.— In tho Chambor of 
Doputies to-day Signor Crispi, tho Prime 
Minister, explained the Government's 
reasons for proclaiming a Btato of siege in 
Sicily. Tho documonta which came into 
the poBsosBion of tho authorities at Masaa 
di Carrari proved the existenco of Socialist 
and Anarchist plans to reorganizs and re- 
peat thoir uprising on a scale approaching 
the proportions of a revolution. With this 
view tho foreign Anarchist leaders wero 
flooking to Sicily. At a meoting of the 
foreign and Italian Anarchists hold re- 
cently in Marseilles, he said, it waa 
rtsolved to organiz) au uprising of tho 
peasants in Sicily, promises to be made to 
tho peasantry to divide the Islands among 
them. This outbreak was to occur duriug 
1894, whon, according to tho representations 
of the conspirators, a foreign war would 
break out ; Piedmont would he invaded and 
a Russian fleet would occupy Italian waters. 
These revelations having been discovered, 
tho Government promptly seized all tho 
anarchists' property and documents to be 
found and proclaimed a state of siege. The 
statement of Premier Crispi, together with 
the submission cf tho documents he men- 
tioned, made a profound impression in the 
chamber. 



THE WILSON BILL 

Arraigned in tho " North American Review" 
In tho Light of the Industries 
of the Country. 

New York, Feb. 28.— W. H. Dimond, 
ohairmau of tho San Francisco Chambor of 
Commorco, contributes to the March num- 
ber of tho North American Review an 
arraignment of tho Wilson bill, viewed 
in tho light of its effect upon Amorican 
industries gonorully and in particular the 
effect of tho proviaion on freo Eugar, 
which meano tho ruin of one of the most 
promising industries of the state of Cali- 
fornia. Tho articlo Bays that the freo admis- 
sion of foreign grown wool would injure tho 
interests of those who have invested their 
money in tho stock, whilo the removal of 
tho duty on barley would drive from tho 
great consuming markets of tho Atlantic and 
Western stot-.s California barley in spito of 
its admitted euperiority. 

Protection is required for tho raisin in- 
dustry, as owing to tho cheap labor and low 
wages French, Spaniah and Turkish goods 
could profitably bo laid dswn in Now York 
at prices that would bankrupt a California 
grower. Ono hundrod million dollars havo 
been invested in tho various branches of tho 
wino industry in California, and California 
wino should be protected against foreign 
and adulterated products. 



The presidont of tho tramwey company 
and tho City Council had an important con- 
feronco yesterday in regard to tho changes 
proposed in tho company's private bill now 
beforo tho legislature. The subject will bo 
furthor diacuased to day, and if a satisfac- 
tory undoratanding ia arrived at, the appli- 
cation for an injunction, made by Mr. Fos- 
ter torostruin tho cmpany from operating 
their cars on Niagara streot and from sup- 
plying light to private users will probably 
be abindoned. 

The adjournod annual meeting of ihe 
congregation of St. Andrew's Presbytorian 
church was hold last evening, Rev. Mr. 
MaoRae in tho chair, when tho uccounts for 
tile past year, which showed vory satisfac- 
tory rcBulte, wore submitted, together with 
reportfl from tho varioua auxiliary societies, 
all of which wore received and uuanimoucly 
adopted. Tho following wero elected on 
tho board of management viz: Joseph Hun- 
ter, A. Carmiohuel, A. G. McCandless, 
John Brown, J. P., Robertson and J. Mc- 
Lean and tho mooting resolved itsolf into a 
aocial enjoying for an hour vory pleasantly, 
songs, recitations, etc, witli a copious sup- 
ply of rofreshmouts. 

Charles McKay was fatally woundod 
yesterday ovening by a bullet fired from 
his own riflo. Yesterday aftornoon 
McKay, who is <\ carriago painter 
living on Ruaaol streot, Victoria WeBt, took 
his riflo and wont down to tho waterfront 
near by, with tho intention of Bhooting 
ducks. Towards 6 o'clook hia littlo son 
wont to call hia fathor homo to supper and 
found him on his hands and knees in the 
boathouse — shot in tho hoad by a bullet 
from his riflo. Assistance was procured and 
Doctors Georgo H. Duncan and Frank W. 
Hall were called in, whon examination 
Bhowod that tho bullet — a small calibre one 
— had entered tho right temple and lodged 
in tho loft Bide of tho head above tho eye, 
inflioting a torrible wound that to all appoar- 
anco oould only end fatally. Tho poor follow 
was made as comfortable as possiblo and re- 
moved to the Jubilee hospital, whoro'an oper- 
ation was performed, but ho died fivo hourB 
later. It is not known in what way tho 
terriblo affair occurred, but it was appar- 
ently tho result of au accidental dischargo 
of tho weapon in tho victim's own hands. 
Much sympathy ia felt for tho wife and 
family, as in addition to tho presont 
calamity, a young son died not long ago and 
Mrs. McKay is in vory dolioato health, 
having only rooontly undergone a surgioal 
operation. An inquest will be held to-day. 



RAILWAY RATES. 

The Cut Will bo met by All the Companies, 
I'robably With Still Further 
Reductions. 

San Francisco, Feb. 28.— Tho Southern 
Pacific's now rates, East bound, go into 
effect on Saturday. The new rates an- 
nounced by the Southern Paoifio will be in 
effect from all torminal or principal points 
in Northern and Central California reached 
by the Company's linos. This is expacted 
to attract much travel to these divisions of 
tho state and to increase tho pormanout 
population by exoiting a movement of home- 
seekers. The result will depend to a great 
extent on the length of timo that the rates 
last. 

It was stated in the press dispatches this 
morning that tho Union Pacific had not yet 
given its consent to the new rates made by 
tho Southern Pacific " That is not cor- 
reot," said Agent Hitchcock, this morning. 
" The Union Pacifio is in it to stay, no mat- 
ter how low the rates may go. Tho Santa 
Fe is making the biggest mistake of its life. 
Thoro ia no senso in its suicidal course, and 
it will soon bo brought to realize its error." 

W. Bedell, ageutof the Pennsylvania road, 
in speaking of tho war this morning, said he 
thought tho roceivera of tho Union Pacifio 
and Santa Fe, respectively, might at any 
day bo obliged to put an end to tho rato cut- 
ting. They are Bubject to tho orders of the 
courts which appointed them, and tho 
courts might at any time order the old rates 
to be restored. 

W. A. Bissell, general agent of tho A. 
& P., stated thia afternoon that his com- 
pany would at once meet tho new rates of 
tho Southern Pacifio from this city. "Tho 
A, & P.," siid he, " will be only a day 
behind tho Southern Pacific in putting in 
forco tlie $20 rato mado by the Southern 
Pacifio from San EranciBco to tho Missouri 
river. The Southern Pacific will bogin soil- 
ing tickets at that rato on Saturday and our 
tickets will bo on aalc on Sunday and also 
from points between this city and Mojave. 
Meanwhile, beginning to morrow, our now 
rato of §20 to Missouri River will go into 
effeot from Mojavo and all Southern Cali- 
fornia points. 

ENCOURAGING REVOLUTIONISTS. 

Tho Italian Parliamentary Commission Ad- 
vise the Chamber to Arraign 
Deputy lie Felice. 

Rome, Fob. 28 —The Parliamentary Com- 
mission appointed to cxamino the case of 
Socialist Deputy Guiaoppo do Felice, have 
finished tho labors of their mission of ex- 
amining the documents hearing on his 
arrest and imprisonment for encouraging 
the Sicilian revolutionists. They decided 
to-day to adviso tho Chamber to authorize 
tho arraignment of Deputy Felice on the 
charge of inciting tho revolution in Sicily. 
Meantime they think ho should be kept in 
prison.

TWENTY-SIXTH DAY. 

Wednesday, Feb. 28, 189A. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2 o'olock. 
Prayers by Rev. A. B. Winchester. 

AMENDMENT 1'ItOCEDDRE. 

Dr. Watt moved : " That it bo an order 
of this house that whenover it is doBired to 
amend a Boction or sub -section in either a 
public or a private aot, by orasinp, substi- 
tuting, or adding words to the Baid section 
or sub-section, the whole or a material part 
of the Baid aoction or sub-section be repealed 
and re-enacted as it is intended it should 
read." The mover pointed out the groat in- 
convenience which ariseB from the praotica 
often followed now, of mentioning in amend- 
ments only tho isolated words or clauses 
proposed to be inserted or struck out, with- 
out giving tho context so that all ooncerned 
may bo fully awaro when passing the 
amendment and on futuro reference to it, of 
what it moans. 

Hoy. Me. Davie said ho thought tho 
resolution was in tho right direction, as the 
plan there provided for would certainly sim- 
plify the drafting of bills and render them 
more comprehensible, though there might 
be caseB where it would not bo conveniently 
practicable. He suggested therefore that 
the words " where practicable " be inserted 
in the resolution. He thought it would 
have been a good thing if some Buch rule had 
been adopted years ago. 

Hon. Me. BeAVEN said the resolution 
now beforo tho house followed the lino of a 
resolution which he had moved years ago. 
He thought instead of being adopted as a 
mere resolution it should bo embodied in the 
rules of tho house or in tho constitution ac' ; 
for if passed as a mero resolution the ntxi 
house could sot it aside or do as thoy liktd 
with it. Ho objeoted to tho words "where 
practicable" being inserted becauBe he 
thought thia would allow tho niombers to 
evade tho requirement. 

Motion agreod to. 

OltDKK OF BUSINESS. 

Hon. Me. TURNER asked that tho house 
proceed to tho orderB of tho day, and dia 
pose of tho motion of want of confidence 
moved by Hon. Mr. Beavcn respecting tho 
financial position. 

Hon. Mr BKAVEN held that thia boing 
privato members' day the privato bills on 
the order paper Bhould be proceeded with. 

Hon. Mr. Davie expressed surprise at 
thiB contention on the part of tho loader of 
tho opposition, who had over and over 
again argued that no other bueiness should 
be proceeded with while a resolution of 
want of confidence remained undisposed of. 
It seems, however, that ho is perfectly will- 
ing to throw aside his own rule when 
the occision suits, and to deviato 
from tho practice he haa himself laid down. 
He did not wish, howover, to endorse the 
principle of accepting Mr. Baaven'a conten- 
tions as rules of the house, though the one 
ho had just roforrod to is more in accordance 
with common sense than ia usually the case. 

Hon. Mr Beaven oontended that ho had 
said nothing inconsistent with tho principles 
he had alwaya laid down, becauao he held 
that it was quito proper that privato bills 
should be proceeded with though nono of 
the public business of tho provinco could be 
taken up. 

Hon. Mr Pooley said it appeared to him 
that the government should not allow any 
business, privato or otherwiao to be disposer! 
of in the house if they have lost its confi- 
dence and tho point could not be deter- 
mined until the want of confidence motion 
was dispoaed of. 

The Speaker said ho could find no 
authority making any distinction between 
public and privato business in this respect; 
and ho thereforo cilltd the adjourned de- 
bate. 

census returns. 

Mr Kitchen rose to a question of privi- 
lege respecting the BclieduleB of the Domin- 
ion ccn6ua returna, which he said were in 
tho library when he inquired for them laat 
evening, but had sinco b"tn eent back to the 
Provincial Secretary's office. He asked that 
the Btanding orders bo suspended bo that tho 
house could pass an order that thoy be sent 
down forthwith. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said if the papers had 
been returned to the Provincial Secretary's 
office as stated, they could bo sent for with- 
out any suspension of the rules or any such 
order as proposed, and Mr. Kitchen may 
conduit thorn either in that ifiiooorin the 
library, provided that at night tho papers 
are relumed where they may bo in some safe 
custody, as a matter of ordinary precaution. 

NAKUSP AND SLOCAN RAILWAY. 

Mr Sword rose to a question of privilego 
respecting the return in connection with the 
Nakusp and Slocan railway. He held that 
while the railway aid act provided that the 
government should not guarantco bonda in 
excess of the coat of tho road, there were 
inoluded in tho return no papera showing 
what that coat ia estimated at, and he there- 
fore moved that an order of the house issue 
for tho production of any roporta by en- 
gineers aB to what t he coat will probably be; 
copits of tho conditionB upon which tenders 
for the construction were called for; and 
Copies of the tenders received. 

Hon. Mb. Davie said the hon. gentleman 
would find that tho action tho government 
had takon ia perfectly within tho authority 
given by the railway aid act, and that an 
entirotly concluaive and satisfactory answer 
can bo made to tho point ho had raised. Tho 
government had taken good euro to aupply 
themselves with tho best information ob- 
tainable as to tho probable cost of the work, 
though a good deal of this information had 
been verbal. 

Mr. Sword asked if there wcro no engin- 
eers' certificates, as called for by tho act, as 
to tho value of the work already done. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said thcro undoubtedly 
wore, but reference to tho resolution calling 
for papers on tho subj"ct of tho guarantee 
confirmed his previous impreBBion that those 
engineers' certificates were not called for, 
Thoy would certainly be brought down if 
desired. 

Mil. SEMLIN admitted that tho order of 
the houao with respect to tho production of 
papers had been complied with to tho letter, 
but he would like tho additional information 
asked for. 

Hon. Mr Davie said thoro was no ob- 
jection to producing this, but thoro was no 
necessity for tho resolution. 

Mr. Sword said tho assurance of the 
Premier being satisfactory ho would by per- 
mission withdraw his resolution. 

THE PROVINCIAL FINANCES. 

Mb. Kitchen resumed tho debate on the 
motion of consuro of tho government moved 
by Hon. Mr. Beaven respecting tho financial 
liabilities of the provinco, and tho amend 
ment moved by Mr. Booth. Wandering off 
on tho subject of tho Nakusp & Slocan rail- 
way, ho declared that the bill placed before 
tho house pormits tho Canadian Paoilio 
company to soil their old material to 
tho Nakusp & Slocan company at 
tho prico of new. It waa no wondor, 
ho exclaimed, that aa tho Attornoy- 
General said yestorday, tho promoters of 
tho C.P.R. and other great enterprises 
should not be diasatiefied with tho proapoota 
of the province, when they were afforded 
opportunities like thin, and like that of 
which Hon. Mr. Davio had spokon in Cari- 
boo, when he told tho peoplo thero that 



they were' to get a L narrow gauge railway 
because tho C.P.R. were going to utilize for 
that.purpose the material and rolling Btook 
tako'n off the Lethbridge narrow gauge lino. 

Hon. Mb. Beaven, no ono olsa rising, 
remarked that ho had something to Bay be- 
fore tho question waa put. 

Mu. Hunter said he hoped tho Speaker 
would not'deolaro the dobato closed whon 
Mr. Boaven Bpoke, for ho wished to add a 
fow words 

Hon. Mr Davie asked for a ruling upon 
tho point whether when an amendment is 
moved tho right of reply ia retained by tho 
mover of tho original motion after ho has 
apokeu on tho amendment. Tho practice of 
the hon. gentlemen opposite had been to 
wait until those whom they wished to attack 
wero procluded by the rules of tho house 
from roplying, and then to make their moat 
untruthful icsinuationa. 

Hon. Mr Beaven roso to a point of 
order. 

Hon. Mr Davie oontimiod that he waa 
nob surprised to find tho hon. gentlemen 
opposito averse to hearing what he had to 
say. It was, aa ho had said, their plan to 
wait until there was no opportunity to 
reply and then to introduce now matter, as 
for instance had been done to-day by Mr. 
Kitohon with rospect to the material of the 
C.P.R , which ho had told tho houao was to 
be used on the Nakuap & Slocan and on tho 
Cariboo railway. 

Hon. Mr Beaven again roso to a point 
of order. 

Hon. Mr Davie said it was quite in ao- 
aordanco with thu plan ho had montioned 
for the hon. gentleman to call him to order 
anw It was on tho principle that tho lio 
pir f irwoivl, aa he had hhown, should got a 
good start— should travel a milo while truth 
U pulling nn its boots. 

TlIB SPEAKER, on the queation put to 
him, said that if tho mover of a resolution 
spoko on an amendment ho had no further 
riuht of reply. 

Hon. Mr BeAVEN said ho quite under- 
stood that if ho spoko now ho would have no 
further right to spoak. Proceeding with 
bis addreba ho took up tho aubjeot of 
apecial warrants, and disputod tho state 
menta which ho Baid had beon made by Mr. 
Hunter wi'h rcapeot to tho issue of such 
warrants by Mr. Boaven'a governments 
from 1873 onwards. Ho declared that tho 
systom of special warrants had been ini 
tiated by himsolf, but only in 1879. Re- 
specting what had been said about his 
proporty and personal affairs, he did not 
think that hia privato Btanding had any- 
thing to do with tho logialaturo. 

Hon. Mr. Davie — What have you been 
doing with Col. Baker ? 

Hon. Mr Beaven said ho had not been 
doing anything with Col. Baker, but when 
that gentleman went to England on hia 
private affaire ho ahould pay hia own ex- 
penses. The matter of tho Cranbrook 
estate ho had dealt with from a 
public standpoint, and he would have been 
recreant to hia duty if when ho saw that ad- 
vertisement in tho press ho hid not called 
tho attention of the house to it. 

Hon. Col. Baker— Why did you diBcuss 
tho value of the property ? 

Hon. Mr Beaven denied that he had 
ever aaid ono word or passed any opinion as 
to the value. Respeoting the statement 
whioh had been made that tho opposition 
wero obstructing tho business of the house, 
and were responsible for tho all night sit- 
ting, for whioh ho maintained tho government 
wero wholly responsible through having at- 
tempted to pass the estimates by brute force; 
there had oven been talk of applying the 
closure, which has not beon adopted in any 
other legislative body in Canada, not even 
in tho House of Commons, where a discus 
aion haa been carried on for five daya and 
nights without any suggestion of a closuro 
As to the Victoria and Sidney guarantee, ho 
deniod that he init iated it, though ho would 
not givo the houao the satisfaction of hear 
ing him say whether or not ho approves of 
it. He repeated his former contention as to 
the coat of tho conversion of tho loans. 

Hon. Col. Baker pointed out that al 
though that gentleman now said he had not 
referred to the value of the Craubrook es- 
tate property Hon. Mr. Baavcn had occu- 
pied tho greater part of ono speech in run- 
ning down that value. It is not surprising, 
he said, that the leader of the opposition is 
becoming frightened about the result of his 
cowardly act, for he has found outaide tho 
houao that tho effect has been to lower him 
in tho estimation of tho public 

Hon. Mr. Beaven declared that it had 
been urged that much Btrongcr stepa should 
be taken in this matter than those ho had 
thought fit to tako, and tho only criticism 
ho h".ard was that ho had handled it too 
gingerly. 

Hon. Col Baker said several perfeot 
strangers to him had Bpoken to him on tho 
street about tho matter, saying that though 
they had always supported Mr. Beaven ho 
would never get another voto of thoirs after 
tho part he had acted in thia matter. 

Mr. Hunter explained and repeated the 
figurea with respect to ovor-expenditures 
which he had given beforo and which Hon. 
Mr. B-javen now challenged. Ho aaid he 
had not referred to the iasuo of "special 
warrants" in 1873, because thoy were not 
then bo deacribed, but he showed that from 
that dato down to 1870 thero had been a 
total of ?'225,28 1 expended in excess of tho 
votes or without any voto at all; and that 
"apecial warrants" had been systematically 
issued by Mr. Beaven's government from 
their initiation — when they succoedod the 
"over-votea" and "no-votes" — down to 1883 
In tho face of these facta the leader of tho 
opposition had tried tho other day to create 
tho impression that tho present is the gov- 
ernment which initiated tho practice of 
Bponding money on special warrants, In 
1880, whilo the Lieutenant-Governor 
waa buckling on his sword for 
tho prorogation of the legislature, 
Hon. Mr. Beaven was already hard at work 
writing out special warrants; and though 
ho now criticises tho government for want 
of foresight, it ia found that in tho year just 
mentioned, tho first after these warranla 
wore initiated, that r/cntleman was engaged 
during tho whole session of tho legislature 
in druwing special wurranls for which no 
voto was asked until tho following year, 
And tho next session tho same thing went 
on all the timo tho hou'io was sitting. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that Mr. Bsaven's 
point that thero was no such things as apecial 
warrants beforo ho created them in 1879 
was a distinction without a difference, and 
did uot answer tho fact that under hia gov 
eminent tho proportion of expenditures, in 
excess of the parliamentary voto, was much 
larger than it is now. Whether that over 
expenditure was met by " apeoiul warrants ' 
or not, was insignificant. There's nothing 
in a name. The fact of over-expenditure 
remained. Tho action of the Beaven gov 
ernment in exceeding tho estimatr-s was not 
roferrod to ua justifying tho action of this 
government, but aa exposing Mr. Beaven's 
inconsistency in condemning now what ho 
practised then. 

Mb. Cotton spoko in justification of tho 
conduot of tho opposition in obstructing tho 
proceedings on Friday night, holding that 
hia sido wero in no way reaponsiblo for 
what had occurred. Ho argued that it was 
becauao tho government proposed to put 
through tho whole estimates in too short a 
timo that tho opposition had taken up 
sovor&l houra in tho diacuaaion of ono minor 
itom. Ho held that tho opposition had, 



douo nothing wrong In thus obstructing the 
buslnoss. 

Hon. Mr, Davie— But you admit that 
they did want to obatruot it. 

Mr Cotton said he- admitted that they 
had prevented one vote being taken for four 
hours. 

Several members — Sevon hours ! 

Mr Cotton maintained that it was only 
four hourd, bat that if it had been twenty- 
four hours or twenty-four days they would 
havo boon within their right, and tho time 
had boon well spout, aa they had succeedod 
thereby in extracting from tho Chief Com- 
missioner tho admission that thore wos no 
reason tor continuing tho vote, except an 
arbitrary ono. 

Hon. Mr Davie— The only speoch by the 
Chief Commissioner, on the subject, was 
beforo the obstruction begun. 

Mr Keith spoke for ten minutes and 
thqn movod tho adjiurnmont of tho debate, 
it being almost six o'clock. In a moment 
he was up again with the remark that he 
thought ho had nothing more to say, and 
that the vote might bo forthwith taken 
sinco ho had Bpoken. 

As somo other memborB intimated that 
they would like to bo heard, Hon. Mr. 
Davio Baid it being desirable that this busi- 
ness should bo disposed of to-day ho would 
havo to ask for an evening sitting. 

At six o'clock tho Spoakor left the choir. 

After Keecss. 
Mr. Croft said as he ia chairman of the 
public accounts committoo, and tho reports 
from that committee had been very largely 
quotod in thia dobato, he thought ho ahould 
mako a few romarka. He proceeded to deal 
with the matter of the apecial warranta and 
to show that they wero iaauod for necessary 
worka, the carrying out of whioh tho mem- 
bers opposite do not object to, tho only fault 
they find being that speoial warrants wcro 
asked for the appropriations, although tho 
practico of the leader of tho opposition 
whon in office waa to avail himaolf of audi 
warrants. 

Tho amondment and tho reaolution as 
amended wero adopted by 18 to 9, a party 
division with tho exception thut Mr. Grant 
votud with tho majority. 

private hills. 

Tho bill to incorporate the Dolta and New 
Westminster railway company (Mr. Punch) 
wus road a third timo and passed. 

Tho houao went into committeo on tho 
bill to incorporate tho Great Westorn tele- 
graph company (Mr. Eborts), with Mr. 
Grant in tho chair. In amendment to the 
clauso giving power to enter tho aovoral 
cities of tho provinco, Mr. Brown moved a 
clause providing that polea should bo 
erected and wiroa strung within the cities 
only by tho conaont of the municipal cor- 
porations. 

Mr EbERTS objected to requiring the 
company to go to each ono of tho cities re- 
questing permission to enter, though ho 
would not opposo any provision that the 
poles and wires should bo placed under the 
supervision of tho municipal councils. 

Hon. Mr. Davie spoko to tho sarno effect, 
as he thought it quite proper that tho cor- 
porations should have control over tho man- 
ner in which poles and wires should bo 
placed ; though it would bo quite another 
thing to enact that tho company might bo 
refused entry into any city. He thought 
thero should bo some supervision exercised 
outsido tho cities also. 

After further discussion, the amendment 
was withdrawn and tho following clauso pro- 
posed by Hon, Mr. Davio wa8 inaerted : All 
poles or wirea in or over the atreets of cities 
shall be erected or strung, as tho case may 
be, under the direction and supervision of 
the municipal councils ; and in or over high 
ways not in oilieB under tho direction and 
supervision of tho Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Worka. 

Tho committeo reported the bill complete 
with amendment. 

B C SOUTHERN RAILWAY. 

Tho houao went into committeo on tho 
Britiah Columbia Southorn railway bill, Mr 
Stoddart in the chair. 

Tho bill was reported completo with 
amendments. 

Tho houso adjourned at 10:40 p.m.

SPRINGS FROM LOVE. 



TTho Bloodhound and the Kitten— How the 
Young Woman Kncouracos the Young 
Man Who Want! to rroposo— Sho Faces 
tho World and Defies It— A IJroezy Ussay.

T IS tho accepted 
idea of tho world 
that courage is a 
masculine attribute 
almost exclusively, 
and that all women 
are timid creatures, 
needing all sorts of protection and sup- 
port, shelter and encouragement froui 
man, who, according to St. Paul, "is tho 
head of the woman." 

Perhaps ho is, hut I must say he does 
not always keep ahead. >< 

Now, my own theory is that this idea, 
set up in tho dark ages, when woman 
was cither a slavo or a servant to man, 
has, like many other respectablo ideas, 
become outgrown and antiquated. Tho 
last 50 years have developed tho naluro 
-and capacities of woman with a good 
deal of the instantaneous transforma- 
tion seen in a pantomine when the clumsy 
hoyden suddenly develops into the fairy 
queen, all pink gauze, spangles and dia- 
mond tipped wand, or, to put it more 
prettily, tho effect upon a garden of 
roses, which in ono hour of hot Bunshino 
develop from half blown buds into flow 
ers of glorious and fragrant maturity. 

If this blossoming goes on for another 
century at tho rato it has begun in this, 
the women of tho year 2000 will wonder 
what those quaint old writers of tho 
nineteenth century could have meant by 
objecting to women as physicians, law- 
yers, preachers and legislators. 

"Why, just fancy men trying to man- 
age tho world without tho advice and 
direction of women!" some fair student 
of that day will exclaim. And another 
will add: 

"And electricity only in its infancy! 
What vital forco teas thoro in thoso 
days to keep tho world moving at all?" 

Now, ono of tho errors which time has 
thus far perpetuated and now is ready 
to abjure and contradict is this of tho 
cowardice of women and courago of 
men as distinctly opposed to each other, 

I don't say but what, in the caso of a 
mouse, a, man is moro courageous than a 
womau, and perhaps in that of a lion or 
tiger, although in tho matter of mad 
dogs I recently had proof that tho wom- 
an is the moro courageous. I was visit- 
ing a suburban friend lately when a dog 
began to show ominous symptoms of 
madness just in front of the house. rMy 
friend called from the window to tho 
man working on tho lawn and bade him 
go at once and throw a pail of water 
over the poor beast. Tho man dropped 
his mower, came and looked at tho dog 
and flatly refused to approach him any 
nearer, saying in so many words that ho 
was afraid to do so. 

My friend reiterated the order, but to 
no effect, when of a sudden a brawny, 
red armed woman dashed around the 
corner of the house, pail: in hand, and 
made for the dog, who, after ono dread- 
ful backward glower at her, rushed off 
and was no more scenl* 

When the story was told at night to 
tho master of tho house, ho commented 
on it by smiting his knee, laughing de- 
lightedly and exclaiming: "Give mo a 
woman every time when I want water 
poured over a mad dog. The}' don't 
know any better than to try it on. I hope 
you gave tho cook $1, my dear." 

Then I was present when a sweet lit- 
tle curly haired thing, a girl of some 20 
years old, seized a savage bloodhound by 
the neck and choked him off her pet kit- 
ten, which he had chased into tho houso 
— that is, I don't suppose her tiny dim- 
pled hands were really capablo of chok- 
ing him, but ho was so impressed by the 
dauntless spirit behind them that he 
dropped the kitten and ran. When his 
master was told of tho exploit, ho turned 
pale and exclaimed: "My God! That 
dog has torn a man to pieces beforo now!" 

The strongest spring of action in a wom- 
an's nature is lovo, and tho perfectly 
reckless courago she will sometimes dis- 
play must have its root in love. She 
must feel tho need of saving or serving 
some one whose lit' o is dearer to her than 
her own, or, liko Joan of Arc or Char- 
lotto Corday, sho must lovo her country 
better than herself and despisotho death 
awaiting her in its defense. 

In fact, the truth is that man's cour- 
ago is a matter of calculation, and so 
may bo served to order, maybe indulged 
or restrained, may bo sold to tho highest 
bidder, and if a higher appear may bo 
transferred and resold without injuring 
its quality in the least. This is not to bo 
taken as an ill natured hit at mankind, 
but a simplo statement of fact as relat- 
ing to mercenary troops and soldiers of 
fortune, and I only point out tho fact as 
opposed to that other fact just men- 
tioned — namely, that woman's courago 
springs otvly from tho personal feeling of 
tho moment and has its root in love. 

But, after all, it is moro in tho moral 
than tho physical world that woman's 
■courago is most clearly shown, and also 
man's cowardico, and in no direction 
moro plainly than in matters of tho 
heart. 

Is it not so even in your own experi- 
ence or observation? 

A man and woman are mutually at- 
tached and are desirous of further ac- 
quaintance. Now, tho theory is— a theory 
established by man and consented to by 
woman — that sho, whether maid or wid- 
ow, modestly conceals her preference, 
not confessing it oven to herself, and 
throwing all sorts of obstacles in tho way 
of her wooer, such as avoiding his so- 
ciety, pretending not to understand hia 



advances, skillfully evading his attempts 
at a declaration, and wlien he has val- 
iantly- conquered the opportunity and 
confessed his love and offered his hand 
and heart the traditional woman is very 
much astonished at tho unforeseen dec- 
laration and in a tremor of sweot confu- 
sion utterly denies any reciprocal fond- 
ness. Then a siege begins wherein the 
man, bold, aggressive, persistent, de- 
molishes tho defensivo works wherein 
tho womau has intrenched herself, re- 
fuses to take no for an answer, and final- 
ly by courage and perseverance conquers 
all opposition and secures tho prize. 

Well, now I ask again, Aro these the 
facts, in tho caso, O woman, so far as you 
aro ablo to testify? 

You know they aro not, I know they 
aro not, and every woman in the world, 
if sufficiently civilized to know anything, 
knows they are not. 

Tho man is attracted to tho woman. 
He asks an introduction perhaps, and tho 
acquaintance begins on his part with a 
voguo feeling of distrust and curiosity. 
Ho does not in tho very least understand 
this charming sphinx, and although con- 
fessing her charm is in his heart afraid of 
what sho may develop. Ho has — that is, 
all sensible men have — an innate con- 
sciousness that tho subtlety, the quick- 
ness, tho unexpectedness of a woman's 
maneuvers aro far out of reach of his 
comprehension, and ho awaits what sho 
will do and say with very much the feel- 
ing Watt and Fulton may have had when 
they first set their steam engines going 
and stood by in admiring awe, uncertain 
whether this wonderful new agent they 
had evoked would destroy them in ono 
splendid flash or deign to follow their 
lead and prove a blessing to them and 
mankind. 

Should tho woman thus approached 
feel disposed to torment her tentative 
lover, sho has a thousand ways of doing 
so. Sho laugh§ at his sentimental 
speeches. She fails to understand his 
clever compliments. Sho asks him iron- 
ical and teasing questions with an air of 
seraphic innocence and ingenuous desiro 
for information. She entertains him 
with praises of his rival. Sho cares 
nothing for boating, which is tho end 
and aim of his being, and dotes upon 
horses, of which ho knows nothing. 

Then, when she sees him utterly daunt' 
edund defeated, when sho sees, in fact 
that tho courage which should have sus- 
tained him is utterly exhausted, and he 
is about to seek safety in flight, she 
flashes upon him a smile, a long, sweet 
look, a tone, a gesture, a word, and he is 
at her feet again. 

Perhaps, on tho other hand, tho worn 
an is attracted to tho man who has hard- 
ly noticed her. Sho is not delayed in her 
approaches by any sense of doubt or 
mystery; sho does not in tho least look 
upon the object of her regard as a 
sphinx or a mystery; sho is not at all 
afraid of him or of what ho may do 
or say; sho understands his nature so far 
at least as sho needs to for her present 
purposes, and sho feels instinctively that 
sho has tho battle in her own hand; sho 
goes into tho fray— that is to say, into tho 
sweot combat of love — with calm and as- 
sured courago, while he, as we have said, 
is tremulous with that fear of the un- 
known which is tho most demoralizing 
of all fears. Wo will suppose that she 
really desires this man as a husband and 
does not, as in the former case, wish 
merely to amuse herself with conquering 
him. Her tactics aro now altogether dif- 
ferent, and the theory held by man of 
what a woman is and should bo is based 
upon tho course pursued by a woman in 
love who intends a permanent result 
from her passion. 

She now shows herself gentle, docile, 
thirsting for information upon any sub- 
ject the man fancies himself learned in, 
let it bo boots or horses, Aristotle or Bis- 
marck, pork or grain or sloyd or theoso- 
phy or fiiyuieo. No matter which of 
theso or a hundred moro does ho dis- 
course upon, it is the ono subject on 
which sho has always longed to bo in- 
formed, and sho combines with the inno- 
cent ignorauco of tho dovo so much of 
tho wiso intelligence and quickness of 
tho serpent that the man, fooled to the 
top of his bent, is presently ready to de- 
clare that such sweet and suggestive 
sympathy is precisely what ho has al- 
ways needed to enable him to carry out 
his life's work, and if ho can only secure 
it as his own, etc. 

Or, if tho declaration is not so easily 
readied, if the man's inherent cowardice 
holds him back even while his lovo urges 
him forward, how the woman's calm 
courago and self command enablo her to 
general the situation! How quietly sho 
gives him tho opportunity which ho nev- 
er could have found for himself I How 
easily and gently she guides tho conver- 
sation into tho channel, conducting by 
easy if sinuous reaches to the desired 
haven! With what tact sho interprets 
his awkward, stammering phrases and 
puts into his mouth turns of speech 
which ho dimly desired, yet never could 
have originated I And all tho time, liko 
tho acting commander in a battle, sho 
leaves tho baton in the hands of tho mar- 
shal, who sits in tho shade and looks on. 

The page killed (ho !>oar; 
Tho knight hud tho glolre, 

and tho man goes away from tho scone 
of his betrothal with tho step and mien 
of a conqueror and thinks to himself 
what a dear, sweet, gentle, doc;lo little 
wifo ho is to have, and what a clever fel- 
low ho is to have drawn that timid con- 
fession of lovo from her reluctant lips. 

Life goes on, and tho courago of wom- 
anhood develops in grander ways and 
moro useful forms. Riches U\ko wings, 
and tho man, finding himself embarrass- 
ed, shrinks with masculino timidity from 
facing tfie fact himsolf or from confess- 
ing it to tho world. Perhaps ho oven 
trios to hido it from the wifo of his bos- 
om, but sho smiles at tho attempt at 
evasion, plucks out tho secret, and hold- 
ing ifc up in calm, courageous hands 
shows it for tho poor thing it is .and tells 
so bravely how it is to bo conquered and 
put asido that tho man plucks up heart 
of graco to meet tho foe before whom ho 
had been ready to fall .down in abjeot 
submission. 

And if poverty — deep, dire poverty — 
comes it is woman's courago that meets 
it and makes tho best of itj it is she who 
dares to show herself to tho world, to 



their own world, in tho garb and equipage 
and occupations of poverty; it is she who 
says, virtually, if not in words, 

My mind to mo a kingdom Is, 
and reigns a queen within that kingdom 
undisturbed by tho stupid comments of 
poor souls who cannot comprohend her 
or her royalty. 

Perhaps the man breaks down utterly, 
for men are far moro prone to break than 
bend, and then nine times out of ten the 
wife finds courage and ability to take up 
the laboring oar that he has dropped and 
becomes tho breadwinner of the family. 
And with what bravo and strong resolu- 
tion is that labor accomplished, even 
when tho frail physiquo seems crumbling 
beneath tho strain! 

Tho mother of ono of our governors 
sat up in bed when he was hut a few 
days old and sowed upon boys' trousers 
for a clothing Btoro that sho might pay tho 
womau who nursed her for ono week 
more. Another woman, crippled from 
tho waist down, rolled herself around 
tho houso in a chair and did her own 
housework because her husband could 
not afford to hiro it done. 

And how many moro have done as 
much and never were heard of? 

In other ways too — is thero a disagree- 
able truth to bo told, or a caution given, 
or a warning conveyed in social or moral 
matters, who has tho courage to do theso 
things? Is it a woman or a man?

Ho ia anxiouB to havo tho flouring 
mill men of tho state effect an organization 
of ways and means in order to secure a good 
exhibit at Antwerp. Tho largest shipper 
of flour In tho state ia tho Puget Sound 
Flouring mills, of Tacoma. 

Ex-Cov. Downey Stricken With Paralysis. 

Los Angeles, Feb. 28.— The community 
was profoundly shocked to-day over the 
nowa that ex-Governor John Downey had 
been Btricken with paralysis. The old 
gentleman has not been in the best of health 
of late ; but his legion of friends had no 
idea that he waa threatened with - paralytic 
stroke. His present condition ia serious, 
but it ia thought ho will rally. 

Nicaragua Cnunl Reorganization. 

Washington, Feb. 27.— It is the purpose 
of tho Senate committee on foreign rolajjons 
to take up Morgan's biil for tho reorganiza- 
tion of the Nicaraguan canal during tho 
present session. Morgan and Frye are both 
known to bo anxious to promoto tho enter- 
prise. It i3 understood that the President 
has become convinced of tho importanco of 
tho canal, and Greaham also is in occord 
with Morgan on tho subject. Tho publica-

NEWFOUNDLAND'S FORESHORE. 

Lord Itlpon ou Behalf of tho British Gov. 
ernmcmt Insists on the Enforcement 
of tho Treaty With France. 

St. Johns, MJ., Ftb. 28.— Dispatches 
from tho Imperial Government relating to 
tho French f oroahore question woro presented 
to tho Logialaturo yesterday. Lord Ripou, 
Secretary of tho Colonies, insists that tho 
LegieUturo should bo bound by tho promise 
of tho Newfoundland dolegatos to paaa a 
permanout aat for tho enforcement of the 
treaties. Newfoundland aont delcgatea to 
London, in 1S91 to proteat against tho pas- 
sago of the Newfoundland coeroion act 
through the British Parliament. Tho dele- 
gates agroed that Newfoundland would paaa 
a temporary local act to accomplish 
tho same purpose, if tho British 
government withdrew tho obnoxious 
permanent bill and meanwhile the 
negotiations for a more satisluctory per- 
manent bill could proceed. Tho britiah 
Govornmont agreed to tho withdrawal of 
tbo bill. Tho delcgatea negotiated for 
the ponnanont local bill ; but, be- 
fore tho final agreement, tho major- 
ity of tho delegates returned home. 
Aftor their departure tho minority 
agreed to make many alterations in tho bill. 
Tho local legislature, acting on tho advico 
of tho majority of tho delegates, refused to 
pass tho bill, but extonded the term 
of the temporary act to enable 
further negotiations to bo carried out. 
Lord Ripon now insists that tho chief point 
in dispute, viz : tho appointment of judges 
in connection with the carrying out of tho 
act, must rest with tho Imporial Govern- 
ment, and assorts that tho delegates accepted 
this agreement in London. He also contends 
that the minority of the delegitos 
woro competent to conclude tho negotiations. 
Ho declares that the arbitration with Franco 
on tho lobster question must proceed; but a 
permanent provision for the enforcement of 
tho troaties must first be made by tho legis- 
lature. Premier Whitoway will iutroduco 
tho bill on the Bubject; but it will probably 
bo defeated. 



CABLE NEWS. 



Itrltaln nnil Her Colonics. 

London, Fob. 28.— Tho annual meeting 
of the directors of the Colonial Institute waa 
held to night. Tho report presented statos 
that tho movoment for increased trail; 1 
tween tho mother country and tho colonies 
is taking a firmer hold on the morchants 
aud manufacturers of Great Britain, whilo 
tho promotion of commerce botween Canada 
and Australia also evokes the deopest in- 
teieat and approval. Tho proposed all 
British cable between Canada and Australia 
was also referred to, and most heartily en- 
dorsed. 

Another Thrntrc Outrage. 

Pisa, Fob. 28. — During a perfi'mance at 
tho Theatre Nuovo a petard was thrown in 
tho auditorium through a window in tho 
rear of tho Btagc. It burst and created the 
greatest excitement, but did no damage. 
The peoplo uishod for the exits, but the con- 
ductor of tho orchestra shouted that thero 
was no dangor, and ordered tho orchestra to 
strike up tho national anthem and later tho 
Garib ildian hymn. No arrestB were made. 

Coionnn After III* Children. 

Paris, Feb. 28.— Princo Colonna has. re- 
;'urned from Naples, whore ho haB been in 
consultation with a distinguished American 
lawyer. The latter advised him that tho 
only possiblo way to regain possession of 
his children waa to go to tho United States 
and bring tho matter before tho courts of 
America. The prince is furiouBat tho man- 
ner in which ho has been referred to in 
some of the American p»pers, and expressed 
a wish to challenge the proprietor of one of 
tho leading newspapers of New York. Tho 
lawyer, however, succeeded in dissuading 
him from his intention. 



MR. GLADSTONE.

Did not Talk of Retirement. 

London, Feb. 28.— Right Hon. W. E. 
Gladstone had an audienco with tho Queen 
to-day, but ho did not tender his reaigna- 
tion. Tho intorview was ontirely upon 
state offairs. Tho Edinburgh Evening 
News emphasizes its assertion that Mr. 
Gladstone will retiro, and saya positively 
that tho Earl of Roaebery will succeed him 
as premier. 

Tho Westminster Qezatte s%b tho retire- 
ment of Mr. Gladstone ia now meroly a ques- 
tion of a short time. Referring to homo 
role tho paper Bays: " Whoever shall fol- 
low Gladstone must nail tho green flig to 
tho mast."
